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SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


The  highlight  of  the  past  year,  and  unquestionably 
the  biggest  headache  for  all  concerned,  was  the  steep 
jump  in  the  tax  rate  from  $45.00  to  $51.00  Coming  at  a 
time  when  many  local  incomes  were  on  a  decline,  this 
increase  really  hurt.  The  larger  list  of  uncollected  taxes 
at  the  end  of  the  year  bears  this  out,  in  spite  of  the 
best  efforts  of  the  tax  collector.  For  explanation  of  the 
increase  see  "Facts  About  Your  1949  Tax  Bill,"  which 
follows  this  summary. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  keep  expenditures  with  hi 
appropriations.  This  was  successful,  with  an  un- 
expended balance  of  $758.57  remaining  for  all  accounts 
for  which  appropriations  were  made.  See  "Appropri- 
ations vs.  Expenditures"  on  a  following  page.  On  the 
town  Balance  Sheet  the  surplus  of  assets  over  liabilities 
increased  $1,892.61  during  the  year  to  a  total  of 
$7,862.51.  Despite  our  tax  difficulties  the  town  re- 
mains in  a  good  financial  condition. 

Town  Government.  We  again  call  to  your  attention 
that  candidates  for  town  offices  must  file  their  names 
with  the  town  clerk  not  later  than  6  p.  m.,  Monday, 
March  6th,  so  that  the  names  may  be  printed  on  the 
ballots.   Filing  fee  $1.00  if  the  office  carries  a  salary. 

The  1950  town  ballots  will  carry  the  question  of 
Article  2  in  the  warrant  relative  to  games  of  "Beano," 
as  provided  by  the  recent  legislature. 

Town  Meeting  Day  falls  on  the  latest  possible  date, 
Tuesday,  March  15th.   The  program: 

Polls  open  for  voting-  on  town  officers,  9  a.  m.  to  12  noon. 
Voting-  on  warrant  appropriations  starts  at  10  a.  m. 
School  meeting'  in  afternoon,  starts  at  2  p.  m. 

Town  Hall.  The  new  heating  system  has  been  in 
operation  now  for  a  full  year.  While  a  few  minor 
troubles  developed  these  seem  to  be  now  corrected,  and 
we  feel  that  the  system  has  functioned  fairlv  satis- 
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factorily.  and  at  a  reasonable  cost  for  fuel.  The  hall 
has  been  used  more  than  ever  before. 

While  we  are  opposed  to  unnecessary  expenditures 
for  any  purpose  we  do  feel  that  the  town  should  appro- 
priate a  modest  sum  to  install  new  and  lower  front 
doors  on  the  building,  with  transom  windows  above,  and 
a  lower  ceiling  in  the  entrance  hall.  These  improve- 
ments would  cut  down  some  heat  loss,  eliminate  much 
of  the  present  banging  of  the  old  high  doors  m  strong 
winds,  and  much  improve  the  present  unsightliness  of 
the  entrance  hall.  Article  12  proposes  an  expenditure 
of  $400.00. 

Another  article  relative  to  town  property  requests 
that  authority  be  granted  to  the  selectmen  to  sell  the 
Andrews  house,  acquired  by  tax  title  in  1938.  This  has 
been  empty  since  last  fall,  and  there  seems  no  good 
reason  why  it  should  not  now  be  sold  to  provide  some- 
one with  a  home.  Present  authority  of  the  selectmen 
is  limited  on  homestead  property  to  sell  by  public 
auction.  We  ask  that  this  restriction  be  removed,  feel- 
ing that  a  much  better  price  might  be  obtained  for  the 
town  if  the  property  could  be  sold  at  private  sale  or 
even  on  commission.  As  a  town  can  only  give  a  quit- 
claim deed  this  would  give  a  prospective  buyer  more 
time  to  arrange  for  financing  of  the  purchase.  Every 
extra  dollar  obtained  will  help  in  reducing  the  1950  tax 
rate  if  a  sale  can  be  arranged  this  spring. 

Highways  and  Bridges.  Your  selectmen  and  high- 
way officials  received  an  unpleasant  jolt  last  spring 
when  the  70  foot  Keniston  covered  bridge  west  of  An- 
dover  started  to  crack  apart  and  sag  toward  the  river. 
The  immediate  cause  was  probably  an  overload,  with 
the  probability  that  too  long  periods  between  shingling 
jobs  for  a  long  time  in  the  past  also  contributed  to  its 
failure.  Since  this  was  an  emergency  job,  for  which  no 
appropriation  was  made,  the  cost  of  jacking  up  the 
structure,  splicing  or  replacing  the  defective  lattice 
work,  and  shingling  the  roof,  was  met  by  cutting  down 
other  planned  liighway  work  and  using  parts  of  other 
appropriations  for  the  purpose. 

The  weather  man  helped  out  by  providing  a  mild 
winter  with  low  snow  plowing  bills,  leaving  a  surplus  in 
town     maintenance     and     general     liighway     expense 
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accounts.  The  needed  balance  was  taken  from  funds 
raised  for  blacktop.  The  state  highway  bridge  depart- 
ment supplied  the  supervision  and  some  materials,  local 
help  performing  much  of  the  work. 

In  spite  of  this  unanticipated  expense  there  still  re- 
mains a  net  unexpended  balance  of  $467.66  in  all  high- 
way appropriations. 

Last  year  all  Town  Road  Aid  payrolls  were  paid  by 
the  town  in  the  first  instance,  and  reimbursement  was 
later  made  by  the  state.  This  provided  quicker  pay- 
ment for  those  employed. 

In  addition  to  the  T.  R.  A.  payroll  items  listed  in  the 
"Detailed  Statement  of  Expenditures"  the  town  re- 
ceived from  the  State  all  the  tar  used  on  the  Plains 
Road  job  and  the  village  hill  at  East  Andover,  to  the 
value  of  $620.19.  As  this  item  was  never  billed  to  the 
town  direct,  but  was  deducted  from  the  Andover 
account  in  the  state  office,  it  does  not  appear  anywhere 
in  the  town  financial  records. 

A  brief  report  of  highway  accomplishments,  other 
than  regular  maintenance  and  snow  removal,  includes 
the  following : 

Keniston  Bridge  repaired  and  re-roofed. 

Hame  Shop  Bridge,  new  timbers  and  floor. 

Dyers,  Cilleyville  and  Holt  bridges  repaired. 

Beech  Hill  Road  near  Bradley    Lake    completed    and 

ready  for  blacktop. 
East  Andover,   clay  pocket  excavated  and   refilled  on 

village  hill. 
Blacktop  applied : 

Second  coat  on  west  end  Plains  Road. 

First  coat  on  new  fill  at  East  Andover. 
Asphalt,  East  Andover  village. 

Flaghole  Road,  several  narrow  ledges  blasted  out. 
Shoulders  of  Flaghole  Road  across  swamp  built  up  with 

surplus  fill  to  eliminate  guard  rails. 
64  tons  cold  asphalt  patch  used  on  black  surface  roads. 
7  new  culverts  installed  and  others  relaid. 
Bushes  cut  in  Flaghole,  old  road  at  Mitchell  underpass, 

Bachelder  Hill,  Plains,    Shaw    Hill,    Keniston    road. 

Tucker  Mt. 
Gravel    hauled    on    a    number    of    town    roads    while 
equipment  was  here  for  Beech  Hill  job. 

Street  Lights.  The  Public  Service  Company  of  New 
Hampshire  has  notified  us  of  an  increase  in  rates  on  the 
six  lights  in  Flaghole,  eff'ective  March  15th.  As  these 
lights  are  of  low  candle  power,  add  nothing  to  highway 
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safety,  and  were  originally  installed  only  as  a  subsidy 
to  help  in  getting  electric  service  into  the  district,  they 
might  now  be  eliminated  without  causing  hardship  to 
anyone. 

Town  Poor  -  Old  Age  Assistance.  With  unemploy- 
ment on  the  increase,  and  old  age  assistance  continuing 
its  upward  climb,  we  feel  obliged  to  again  ask  for  an 
additional  $1,000  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  poor 
relief,  or  a  total  of  $6,000.  Old  age  assistance  alone 
cost  $3,725.96  last  year  for  the  town's  one  fourth  share. 

White  Pine  Blister  Rust.  The  state's  bill  for  1948 
blister  rust  eradication  work  was  paid  under  protest,  as 
voted. 

This  year  we  are  again  told  that  we  will  be  obliged  to 
appropriate  $400.00  for  this  work. 

Your  representative  and  selectmen  carried  on  an 
active  but  unsuccessful  campaign  by  personal  contacts, 
letters  and  newspaper  articles  to  try  to  get  the  com- 
pulsory feature  of  the  white  pine  blister  rust  law 
eliminated.  Two  bills  introduced  into  the  legislature 
were  defeated  by  the  well  oiled  machine  of  the  forestry 
department,  but  not  without  much  active  opposition 
from  many  sources. 

It  is  our  plan  to  invite  the  District  Chief  to  come 
personally  to  Andover  after  the  snow  goes  this  spring 
to  show  us  on  our  own  home  grounds  just  where  he 
feels  the  emergency  is  great  enough  to  justify  such 
work  being  done.  We  hope  that  a  number  of  our 
citizens  will  be  interested  enough  to  go  along  at  that 
time. 

Assessed  Valuation  List.  Three  years  ago  a  com- 
plete list  of  all  individual  real  estate  valuations  was 
published  as  a  supplement  to  the  1946  town  report. 
There  have  been  a  number  of  requests  that  this  be  re- 
peated. If  desired  generally  bj^  the  taxpayers  such  a 
list  of  the  1950  valuations  can  be  made  up  again,  either 
as  a  part  of  the  1950  town  report,  or  as  a  separate 
folder  to  be  printed  and  mailed  out  sometime  during 
the  summer.  Your  instructions  are  requested  under 
Article  13.     Probable  cost  about  $100.00. 


New  Timber  Tax  Law.  Beginning  April  1,  1950 
standing  timber  will  no  longer  be  taxed;  only  the  land 
upon  which  it  grows.  Thereafter  when  any  wood,  pulp 
or  timber  is  cut  for  other  than  home  use  the  owner  is 
required  to  notify  the  selectmen  in  advance  of  his  in- 
tention to  cut.  Upon  October  1,  1950,  and  each  October 
1st  thereafter,  he  must  file  a  return  and  pay  a  severance 
tax  of  7  per  cent  or  10  per  cent  upon  the  stumpage 
value  of  the  wood,  pulp  or  timber  harvested,  depending 
upon  the  manner  of  cutting. 

Until  the  system  is  well  established  the  state  will  re- 
imburse the  towns  for  net  loss  of  revenue  now  derived 
from  the  tax  on  standing  wood  and  timber. 

By  the  time  the  severance  tax  law  goes  into  effect 
copies  of  the  law  and  the  necessary  blanks  will  be 
available  at  the  selectmen's  office. 

It  is  too  early  to  predict  just  what  effect  this  change 
will  make  in  Andover.  In  1949  $32,595.00  worth  of 
growing  wood  and  lumber  was  separately  taxed  as  such. 
It  win  certainly  make  considerable  additional  work  for 
your  selectmen  in  determining  next  April  1st  just  what 
timber  is  entitled  to  exemption,  and  throughout  the 
year  in  inspecting  prospective  cuttings  and  otherwise 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Prospects  for  1950.  As  stated  in  "Facts  About  Your 
Tax  Bill"  the  two  principal  causes  for  the  high  1949 
tax  rate  were  loss  of  State  Aid  to  Education  and  an  in- 
crease in  the  county  tax. 

There  is  little  chance  that  the  State  Aid  in  1950  will 
exceed  that  received  in  1949,  so  that  no  reUef  may  be 
expected  from  that  source.  This  year's  county  tax  will 
be  $634.06  less  than  last  year. 

The  school  district  budget  shows  a  decrease  of 
$1,120.52  from  1949.  The  town  budget,  (including  all 
warrant  items  as  estimated  except  $50  for  Old  Home 
Day)  shows  a  decrease  in  anticipated  expenditures  of 
$661.99  over  the  amount  actually  spent  in  1949. 

Also,  on  the  credit  side,  the  town  budget  shows  in- 
creased expected  revenues  from  sources  other  than 
taxes  on  property.  Included  in  this  increase  is  an  item 
of  $3,000  which  we  believe  is  the  minimum  figure  which 
the  town  should  realize  from  the  sale  of  the  Andrews 
property. 
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Taking  all  these  factors  into  consideration  we  feel 
that  we  can  reasonably  predict  a  substantially  reduced 
tax  rate  in  1950,  which  will  not,  however,  be  down  to 
the  1948  figure  of  $4.50  unless  more  revenue  is  obtained 
from  State  Aid  to  Eduction. 

In  prospect  for  the  future,  perhaps  in  1951,  is  a  new 
source  of  tax  revenue  from  the  Public  Service  Company 
of  New  Hampshire's  new  power  transmission  line  which 
will  pass  over  the  entire  length  of  the  town  en  route 
from  Franklin  to  Newport.  It  is  our  hope  that  right- 
of-way  difficulties  which  have  held  up  construction  to 
date  will  soon  be  ironed  out  to  permit  work  to  begin.

Why  was  the  1949  Andover  tax  bill  the  highest  in 
the  town's  history?

For  several  reasons.  Somewhat  larger  appropriations 
were  made  at  the  1949  town  and  school  meetings.  State 
Aid  to  Education  dropped  from  $9,245.89  to  $2,178.69. 
Merrimack  County  tax  increased  from  $4,465.82  to 
$6,491.65.

Answer : 

A  total  of  $63,520.00  worth,  or  4'/i.  per  cent  of  the 
total  taxable  valuation,  was  exempted  to  73  veterans  of 
all  wars.  At  the  1949  rate  of  $51.00  this  represents  a 
tax  loss  of  $3,239.52  to  be  distributed  over  the  rest  of 
the  property. 


Question : 

To  just  what  extent  do  the  individual  appropriations 
made  at  town  and  school  meetings  affect  the  town  tax 
rate  ? 

Answer : 

Based  on  1949  figures  each  $1,000  appropriated  adds 
70.1  cents  to  the  tax  rate  on  $1,000.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


The  only  forest  fire  in  Andover  in  1949  occurred  last 
July  near  Horseshoe  Pond,  doing  negligible  damage  and 
with  a  cost  for  suppression  of  only  $14.60.  We  may 
once  again  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate,  and  it  is 
only  through  your  continued  cooperation  and  care  in 
the  matter  of  outside  burning  during  the  dry  seasons 
that  such  a  record  has  been  possible  for  1949,  and  may 
again  be  possible  in  1950. 

Early  last  year  your  warden  and  four  of  the  deputy 
wardens  attended  one-day  Warden  Schools  at  either 
Newport  or  Canaan,  where  methods  of  forest  fire  sup- 
pression were  discussed. 

At  the  height  of  the  dry  season  last  fall  the  two 
water  holes  constructed  several  years  ago  by  the  boys 
from  the  C.  C.  C.  Camp  at  Danbury  were  cleaned  out 
and  refenced,  and  new  emergency  ramps  built.  The  one 
on  the  Tucker  Mt.  road  was  nearly  dry  at  that  time, 
but  the  other  on  the  old  Emery  road  near  the  Woodley 
farm  contained  a  satisfactory  supply  of  water,  fed  by 
a  good  spring. 

The  same  restrictions  regarding  permits  for  outside 
fires  continue  in  force. 

Permits  may  be  issued  by  the  Fire  Warden  only,  and 
must  be  secured  for  all  fires  kindled  in  the  open  at  any 
time  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  They 
may  be  issued  for  one  day  only,  and  if  not  used  at  that 
time  must  be  renewed. 

For  myself  and  my  deputy  wardens  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation  for  your  past  co-operation,  and  with  your 
help  we  will  try  to  make  1950  a  fireless  year.

During  the  school  year  I  gave  several  short  health 
talks  in  grammar  school  and  a  lecture  on  First  Aid  at 
the  4-H  Club  in  East  Andover.  On  October  20,  1949  I 
attended  the  School  Nurses'  Convention  in  Manchester. 
The  State  School  of  Nurses'  Association  was  formed 
and  liealth  records  of  the  schools  were  discussed.  On 
October  28,  1949  I  met  Mr.  Martin  and  the  school 
nurses  of  this  Supervisory  Union  in  Penacook.  The  re- 
ports and  health  forms  were  discussed,  so  that  all  re- 
ports to  the  superintendent  would  be  uniform. 

Dr.  Lamkin,  denist  in  Franklin,  examined  teeth  of 
the  children  in  the  5th  and  6th  grades  free  of  charge. 
He  sent  a  report  home  with  each  pupil  and  recom- 
mended the  dental  care  needed.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
work  can  be  continued  this  year  for  the  remainder  of 
the  school  children. 

On  July  22  a  State  Pre-school  Physical  Examination 
was  held  in  the  Andover  Village  School.  Dr.  Norton 
and  Mrs.  Marshall  examined  22  children  and  referred 
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several  to  the  family  doctor  for  defects  found  in  the 
examination. 

The  Nursing  Association  has  helped  many  families 
during  the  year  when  they  needed  clothing,  medicine, 
or  treatment  which  they  were  financially  unable  to  pro- 
cure. They  also  supplied  the  grade  schools  with  Klee- 
nex and  hand  lotion  for  the  school  children.  Below  is  an 
itemized  list  of  assistance  given  by  the  Association :

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Andover  School 
/  District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

The  biggest  single  improvement  at  the  Andover 
Schools  has  been  the  complete  cleaning,  sanding  and 
resurfacing  of  the  floors  at  the  High  School.  Many 
layers  of  seal  and  varnish  had  built  up  along  the  walls 
and  corners  to  a  point  where  the  floors  were  dark  and 
unattractive.  The  repairs  have  greatly  improved  the 
appearance  of  the  building.  The  floors  will  need  to  be 
resealed  and  waxed  at  regular  intervals  each  year.  If 
care  is  used  the  floor  should  continue  to  be  in  fine  con- 
dition for  many  years. 

The  assignment  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
children  to  the  High  School  has  worked  out  success- 
fully. The  program  here  is  enriched  by  the  opportunity 
to  take  shop  and  home  economics.  This  change  in 
organization  has  already  loaded  nearly  to  maximum  the 
facilities  of  the  school  plant  and  the  available  time  of 
the  school  staff.  The  higher  enrollment  in  grades  seven 
and  eight  requires  more  work  stations  in  home  eco- 
nomics and  in  shop.  The  added  load  of  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  subjects  allows  little  flexibility  in  the 
daily  program  for  each  teacher. 

While  the  program  is  functioning  well  at  the  present 
time  the  citizens  should  realize  that  the  High  School 
program  is  operating  to  near  maximum  efficiency  and 
capacity. 

Any  substantial  increase  in  enrollment  or  any  addi- 
tion of  subjects  will  throw  the  present  program  out  of 
balance.  It  may  be  wise  to  thoroughly  analyze  the  High 
School  program  next  year  and  consider  the  possibility 
of  an  additional  staff  member. 

The  crowded  condition  at  the  Viflage  School  and  East 
Andover  still  continues.  At  the  present  we  estimate 
42  children  in  the  upper  room  at  the  Village  School.  At 
the  East  Andover  upper  room  we  estimate  that  there 
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will  be  24  next  year.  From  the  data  on  the  school 
census  it  would  appear  that  there  will  be  no  drastic  in- 
crease in  the  enrollments  for  the  next  two  years.  How- 
ever, the  figures  do  indicate  that  the  two  elementary 
schools  will  average  from  thirty  to  thirty-five  children 
in  each  of  the  four  rooms.  We  can  justify  classes  of  this 
size  for  a  short  period  of  time.  However,  if  a  teacher 
has  to  handle  three  different  grades  at  one  time  it  is 
difficult  to  maintain  standards.  When  we  stop  to  think 
the  elementary  teacher  has  to  teach  eight  different  sub- 
jects (reading,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  geography, 
spelling,  English,  health  and  history)  to  each  of  three 
grades  in  a  five-hour  school  day  it  is  easy  to  see  that 
each  child  can  receive  only  a  small  amount  of  in- 
dividual attention  in  any  given  subject.  The  optimum 
class  size  now  is  considered  to  be  twenty-five  to  twenty- 
eight.  It  is  doubtful  if  we  can  operate  rural  schools 
with  mixed  grades  efficiently  and  eifectively  with  en- 
rollments in  excess  of  thirty. 

Inasmuch  as  both  elementary  buildings  are  in  need 
of  considerable  redecoration  and  repair  it  might  be  well 
for  the  citizens  of  Andover  to  consider  the  housing  of 
the  grade  children  all  in  one  unit.  There  might  be  no 
economies  resulting  from  new  construction  or  new 
organization.  However,  we  would  surely  have  a  better 
program  for  the  children  as  well  as  improved  sanitary 
conditions,  improved  lighting,  heat  and  ventilation.  The 
lighting  in  both  elementary  schools  is  in  serious  need 
of  improvement.  The  toilets  in  the  Village  school  are 
old  and  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  basement  at  the  Village  school  will  be 
cleaned  out  this  year.  It  would  be  possible  to  provide  a 
small  playroom  there.  The  waste  material  in  the  base- 
ment is  a  fire  hazard  at  the  present  time. 

The  citizens  of  Andover  can  well  be  proud  of  the 
High  School  program  and  the  way  it  is  functioning. 
However,  to  keep  abreast  of  continued  changes  in  edu- 
cation we  must  continue  to  examine  the  school  program 
and  policy  every  year. 

The  Home  Economics  department  needs  consider- 
ation at  the  present  time.  The  table  tops  need  replace- 
ment and  additional  pupil  work  stations  are  needed  to 
handle  the  larger  enrollments.   In  as  much  as  the  home 
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economics  laboratory  was  planned  some  time  ago  it 
would  be  well  to  consider  redesigning-  this  unit  and 
purchasing  some  new  equipment.  Since  new  equipment 
is  available  at  cost  or  less  than  cost  it  would  not  be  very 
expensive  to  reorganize  this  room.  Various  companies 
such  as  General  Electric  or  General  Motors  v/Jll  supply 
equipment  for  public  school  home  economic  laboratories 
on  a  cost  basis  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  their 
products.  Most  of  these  plans  call  for  exchange  cf 
equipment  each  time  a  new  model  comes  out,  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  district.  I  would  recommend  that  at  least 
two  complete  units  including  sink,  stove,  shelf  space 
and  cabinets  be  planned.  One  refrigerator  would  serve 
the  needs  of  the  whole  department. 

I  want  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  teachers  and 
the  voters  of  the  Andover  School  District  for  their  help 
during  this  school  year.  We  must  all  work  togther  to 
secure  the  best  education  for  our  children.  I  deeply 
appreciate  the  support  of  the  teachers,  school  board  and 
citizens  of  Andover.
